Unhappy England! that cvea chofe very 
Men, whole Byes are open enongh to fee 
tie National Bunefic of the War, and who 
are fenlible of their Advantages in the Ef 
fe&ts of Viétory, that have Senfe enough 
to hate Tyranny, abhor French Govern- 
ment, and rejoyce in. the Duwnfal of the 
French Power, and yet have not Senfe ¢- 
nough to look up to the Hand, that gives 
the Bleffing ; but finding a Neceffity to be 
thankful to fome body;er other, forget 
their Maker, and facrfice to the Devil— 

Is it pothble, thac human keafon can 
dilate fuch mean Ideas of Providence and 
infinite Power 3 as to make Men believe, 
thofe very Excefles, which provoke Hea- 
ven to deftroy other Nations, fhouid be a 
due Return, or the beft Method of giving 
him Thanks for delivering ours ?

But that Men, who rejoyce at the Te | 
Gory, own "cis the Gift of Heaven, claim. | 


an Intereft in the Benefit of it, and are fin- _ 


cerely pleas’d with the good Succefs; that 
know the Intereft of their Country, and 
freely open their Purfes to carry on the 


War ; that thefe Men,when Heaven {miles _ 


on them, fhould recura the higheft Infults, 
when Providence fights for them, thould 
take up Arms ageioft him,when they ‘should 
give Thanks to their Maker, begin it by 

lafpheming his Name What fhall be 
faid in fuch a Cafe ? 

Murthering of Fathers,Raviftiing Daugh+ 
ters, and all the moft odious Crimes that 
can be reckon’d up, come fhort of che Ex- 
trsvagancies of this PraGtice ; "tis likea 


Prifoners cutting the Throat of him that 


delivers him 3 ora Felon, Repriev’d at the 


Gallows, flying in the Face of himthat — 


brings him the Warrant ¢ ‘tis like Clergy- 
men teaching People to Sweary ’tis like

Crime, and as ’tis a Coat will fittoomany

Having thus, | hope, not improperly 
Animadverted upon the Extravagance of 
my Friend, not ashis only, but as ‘tis too 
much the Mode of the Day 3 I.come to the 
other part of his Difcourtes, Viz.

Not that am ia Pain for the Progrefs 
of our Arms abroad, in fpight of ail the 
Malice of our People at, home ; the utmoft 
Attempts of a-Party, either to retard Pre- 

tations, hinder Supplies, or embroil us 

at home, that we fhould not be ableto 
¢arry on our Affairs abroad, have hitherto, 
bleffed be God, prov’d abortive, and eve- 
ry things has gone on, not contrary to-cieir 

End:avours only, but contrary to their Bg- 
peétations. = 

But what is this owing to,’ ’tis becaufe 
we have a General abroad, that is not to 
be hindred by ill Treatment from doing his 
Doty to his Native Country ; that ferves 
thefe very People that il) treat him, even 
while they are doing it; that contemning 
their Rage and ill Nature, as an empty 
Folly not worth his Notice, delivers them 
from foreign Tyranony cven againft their 
Wills— And they fhall be deliver’d, 
whether they like it or.no ; and if not they, 
their Pofterity will blefs him for it. 

Yet after all, tho’ we arenot in fuch 
Danger from Difunion and Difcontents a- 
mong our elves, that Enemy being precty 
well Conquer’d at Home; ’tis neverthe- 
lels amazing, that any Men thoukd ,be 


found ina Chriftian Country 5 in aNittor;; 
that has {pent fo much to aihdoeh French 
Power Thatany fhould be lefc, I 
fay, that fhould Repine at our Succeffes, 
and grudge us the Liberty aud Profperity, 
the downtall of France fhall bring us ; chat 
thould be afraid of aPeace, fo fatal tocheir 
Confederate the French, that he fhould be 
difabled from afifting their Projects, againft 
tht Peace of their own Country, and from 
being a Curb and Terror to their own Reli- 
gion and Sovereign, 

" OF fuch I can only fay this, as they are 


very fingular; they are the only People 


who do not Refoyce at this Glorious News, 
fé they feem to me to be finifhing the De- 
ftruétion of theirfinking Caufe, by Bxaf- 
perating the.whole Nation againft them, 
by opening the Byes, even of them that 
were born Blind in this refpeét, to fee 
what unaccountable~ People they are, and 
how plainly they a& againft the Totereft 
and Peace of England, aad their own Se- 
curity. 

The prefentSucceffes Abroad, are Mat- 
ter of double Joy to England on this. very 
Account, That they vanquith a growing 
Party ac home, at the fame time, that 
they fubdue a daring Enemy abroad ; tis 
a double Glory to Her Majefty; Peace at 
Home rifedy out of ‘War Abroad: Thus the 
old Motto is made good,“ Pax queritar 
Belo 3 the Clouds vanifh here, as the 
Sword of War prevails there. 

_ The Profperity that fhall follow, will be 
like the Plenty at Stmeria, and as-unex-.
